Need Expect No Consideration. 


It w ill be o b s e r v e d that the presi­ 
dent does not refer to the question as 
to whether federal patronage is to be 
W ithheld from Republicans w h o are 
not classified as "regular.” 
He mere­ 
ly gives notice that those Republic 
ans who openly oppose the adminis 
tration need e x p e c t no consideration 
at its hands. 
House insurgents to a man indig 
auntly repudiate the charges made by 
Speaker Cannon and his friends that 
they are hostile to the legislative pro 
gramme of the administration. 
They 
claim they are not fighting the admin­ 
istration, but are opposed to Cannon 
and Cannonism. 
There are still a few- of the "insur 
gents,” however, who seem disposed to 
carry an absolutely independent atti­ 
tude and who are generally against 
everything that the leaders of the par­ 
ty are for.

Because Alaskans cannot mine any 
of their own excellent coal by reason 
of tile conservation order of President 
Roosevelt they are being forced to 
make heavy drafts on the timber re 
Serve, according to Lh C. 
Hawkins, 
engineer in charge of the new Copper 
River and Northwestern railroad, who 
has just reached New York to make 
his annual report to the company. 
Mr. Hawkins is the engineer who 
built tin* remarkable White Pass and 
Yukon road. an achievement second 
only to the one he has now half finish 
ed for tin* Morgan-Guggenheim sytidi 
cate, 
lie has some most interesting 
things to say about the conditions in 
the imrtiiland that have recently been 
attracting public attention. 
“The local need for our own coal is 
acute,” said Mr. Hawkins. 
"We feel 
it especially in our road construction, 
but every one else feels it too. 
Peo­ 
ple must keep warm in Alaska, as 
elsewhere, and it needs much fuel to 
do It in w inter. 
We pay $14 a ton for 
British Columbia soft coni to use on 
the railroad, and it certainly costs tin* 
small consumer no less. 
Even this 
bas been unobtainable at times, and 
we recently 
faced the necessity ut 
pulling a large force to work cutting 
timber for firewood to be used in keep 
Ing our fixe caisson and pier pumps 
going and running tin* work engines. 
At that we found it at times almost 
Impossible to keep steam iii our bod 
ers, though the safety of much eon 
strnetlon and even of lives depended 
on it. 
With an almost inexhaustible 
store of coal within a few miles of 
our tracks we should be getting it for 
about $1.50 a ton Instead of $14. Cor 
tainly 
without adequate fuel supply 
the opening of Alaska with railroad- 
is going to la* very slow. 
It cannot l> 
otherwise. 
Aud transportation devel 
opulent is tin* greatest need of that 
wonderfully rich territory. 


T h e N e w C o p p e r R eg io n. 
•‘Nevertheless, the Copper River and 
Northwestern is being forced ahead a- 
rapidly as possible. 
By the 1st of 
next July it 
will have reached tin 
mouth of the Chitlin! river. BW miles 
inland. 
This means that the great 
Kotsina-Chitina copper region—proba 
bly the richest in the world, but so tai 
almost unexplored—will la* easily ae 
cessible to miners and prosjiectors next 
Hummer, an event that Alaska is await 
lug eagerly. This, practically the open 
ing of a new region for ingress and 
egress, has hitherto been most dirt! 
cult. 
The development of this tern 
tory means a large and continuous pro­ 
duction of wealth for generations uot 
in one spot, but over a large area.

carried to the
